Washington — Big 
business 
has 


seized on the Republican pledge of 
"less government in business and 
more business in g-overamejnt" as an 
excuse for trying to control the 
United States government. Senator 
Kenyon, Iowa, charged in a speech to 
the senate Thursday ,on the packer 
control bill. 


Kenyon asserted tftat the big inter- 


ests, lumber, steel and coal, are try 
ing to destroy the federal trade com- 
mission as one j?art of their program 
and that they are seeking further to 
control the government through the 
new tariff bill, now being written. 


"More business In government, the 


slogan of the campaign, doesn't mean 
that bis business is to be allowed to 
step in and take control of the govern- 
ment," Kenyon said. 


Kenyon charged that the packers 


have maintained the "greatest lobby 
in Washington against the packers 
bill to the history of legislation " 


Kenyon declared that the house bill 


"as entirely satisfactory to the pack- 
ers" and that those who oppose any 
regulation "will vote for the house 
bill." 
Replying to Kemyon, Senator Sinoot 


of Utah, declared both the house and 
senate bfll were drastic. 


Will Vote Totoy 


The senate is under agreement to 


vote on the packer control bill late 
Thursday. 


Some kind of btil will pass, it ap- 


peared certam, as the final day's de- 
bate began. 


But whether It w31 be the house 


bfll, empowering the secretary of ag- 
griculture to regulate the meat pack- 
ing industry or the senate bill, en- 
trusting such regid«.tioa to a com- 
missioner, under the 
secretary of 


agriculture, appeared doubtful. Even 
Senator Norris, Nebraska, part au 
thor of the senate measure, was not 
o^rer confident Ttrarsday tef acctJp- 
tanoe of his plan as a substitute for 
that worked out by the house. 


What Norris and other advocate* of 


drastic packer control fear is, that the 
bouse bill win be forced through by 
the votes of those who, wfcHe wish- 
ing to appear to the light of favoring 
regulatory legislation for great public 
•utilities in reality do not wast any 
effective regulation of the speakers or 
any other industry. 


Tbe house bill, in the opinion of 


senators, wotdd create the semblance 
of regulation and 
control 
without 


their substance. It is capable of so 
many different constructions and is 
so vagoe and indefinite they assert,

fore the graduating class of Law- 
rence college Wednesday morning. 


"The total cost was almost three 


hundred, thirty-eight 
billons. 
Be- 


cause of this war debt, billions of 
human beings who might have lived 
in China or Russia are doomed to 
die. The monetary cost is the least 
of the cost, however. 


"The 
number 
of men killed in 


battle was 9,829,000, three times 'the 
population of the United States when 
George Washington became the first 
president. The total loss in life was 
about 15 millions. Is it any wonder 
that it has been said that this world 
is no place for babies? 


"More than 
20,000,000 European 


babies were denied existence. War 
is the best friend of disease. In 191$ 
nearly every nation's death rate from 
tuberculosis almost exactly doubled. 
As a result of the war almost forty 
years fight against the great white 
plague was lost. War leaves nations 
in a condition bordering on barbarism. 


"When hell becomes an alternative 


to Utopia, perhaps even Utopia may 
have a hearing. What ground is there 
for faith in a world such as this? 


Sees Universal Peace 


"There are three reasons why I 


believe universal peace is possible. 
I believe there is developing ' in the 
world a new conscience against war. 
Many people are saying today that 
organized Christianity will be counted 
a failure unless it prevents another 
war.

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MR. HUGEES IS RIGHT 


President Obregon makes out theoreti- 


cally a good case for himself when he re- 
plies to Secretary Hughes that he is un- 
able to give the treaty guarantees asked 
by the American government as a condi- 
tion precedent to recognition of the Mex- 
ican republic. His position is that he has 
no power to bind Mexico by treaty stip- 
ulations of the character demanded by our 
state department for the reason that the 
constitution 
does not confer upon him 


such authority, and in fact expressly for- 
bids it. The president of course, together 
•with the treaty making agency of Mexico, 
derives his powers from the constitution, 
and it is fundamental that he must keep 
within its limitations. If the constitution 
of Mexico, for instance, authorizes con- 
fiscation of property held and lawfully ac- 
quired by Americans the president pre- 
sumably has no right to abrogate it by 
treaty. As the Mexican 
foreign 
office 


says in its statement of the case: 


In the political phase the American note was 


objectionable because it contained 
stipulations 


which were contrary tp the precepts of the Mex- 
ican constitution and which the president, who 
must first of all have regard for the constitu- 
tion, has no power to accept. The constitution, 
in effect, prohibits expressly in Article XV, trea- 
ties which may alter guarantees or nglits estab- 
lished by the constitution. 


It is plain to be seen that we have here 


an impasse between the positions taken 
by Secretary Hughes and President Obre- 
gon. 
The latter may be right so far as 


his powers are concerned, but Secretary 
Hughes is equally right in his insistence 
that before we can have any dealings with 
Mexico she must right wrongs against our 
citizens and restore to them property and 
rights lawfully acquired 
of which they 


have been deprived. 
The Mexican con- 


stitution might permit bandits to kill 
Americans whom they suspected of sharp 
business dealings, but that would not af- 
fect our duty to give these citizens our 
protection and to demand their protection 
by Mexico herself as a condition to a re- 
sumption of friendly 
relations. 
If the 


Mexican constitution legalizes acts which 
are contrary to international law and an 
offense against another government, that 
is Mexico's lookout and not ours. We can- 
not help what may be President Obregon's 
dilemma in the circumstances. What we 
want is a guarantee that our citizens 
peacefully and lawfully in Mexico will 
not be murdered and manhandled and that 
property legally acquired by Americans 
will not be illegally taken away from 
them. How this protection is to be afford- 
ed is no concern of ours. If the Mexican 
constitution stands in the way. then it is 
obvious the constitution must be changed 
before we can have anything to do with 
Mexico. 


The modifications of Mr. Hughes' de- 


mands talked of in Mexico City are impos- 
sible &o far as they relate to the basic 
treaty principles proposed. 
Some way 


must be found by President Obregon to 
satisfy the guarantees asked by the secre- 
tary of state before there can be recog- 
nition of the Mexican government. The 
probability is that if President Obregon 
and his advisers are given time they will 
find the way.

SHOULD INCLUDE HARVEY, TOO 
It seems to us that if anybody should be 


recalled for reprimand and possibly dis- 
missal that person is Ambassador Harvey. 
Admiral Sims appears to have committed 
an embarrassing indiscretion in his anti- 
Sinn Fein speech, but after all it was only 
the personal opinion of a rear-admiral 
on leave of absence. He could not by 
any possible process of reasoning be re- 
garded as speaking authoritatively for the 
administration, and while it is proper fot 
Secretary Denby to order him home for 
disciplinary action, his offense is trivial 
in comparison with that of Mr. Harvey. 


The ambassador to Great Britain is the 


personal representative of the president. 
"Whenever he speaks on a public occasion 
he is supposed to express the views of the 
president. The public both in England 
and in the United States has a right to re- 
gard what he says as reflecting the poli- 
cies of the president. When Mr. Harvey 
insulted all American people, and par- 
ticularly the four million men enrolled in 
the army and navy in the war against the 
central powers, there was not a word of 
disapproval from the state department or 
the White house. 
Notwithstanding- the 


incident raised a roar of protest all over 
the country, from Republicans as well as 
Democrats, the speech was not disavowed 
and correspondents were given to under- 
stand'that it had executive approval. A 
few days later, however, the president 
was forced either by his own conscience 
or by public opinion to repudiate indi- 
rectly what Mr. Harvey had said in his 
Pilgrims' dinner address. 


It may be all wrong for Admiral Sims 


to refer to Sinn Fein sympathizers in the 
United States as jackasses and zebras, but 
is it all right for Ambassador Harvey to 
refer to the American people as a nation 
of cowards and poltroons who went to war 
only because they were ''afraid not to 
fight, " and who had no interest in civiliza- 
tion and no ideals to sustain other than 
their sordid interests ° The United States. 
Mr. Harvey and all the anti-war critics to 
the contrary notwithstanding, was ac- 
tuated by nobility of purpose when it en- 
tered the world conflict and it is an un- 
warranted and obnoxious indictment of its 
honor to assert that its aims were any- 
thing else. 


The 
ambassador's 
impeachment 
of 


America's part in the war was as disgrace- 
ful an incident as ever occurred in the his- 
tory of our diplomatic service. He was 
under recognized custom voicing the views 
of the president when he traduced the 
American people as a nation of war profit- 
teers. devoid of ideals or idealism, and 
bent only upon protecting their ill-gotten 
gain. He was the president's spokesman, 
officially and personally. 
The protests

ACUTE LARYNGITIS 


The larynx is the voice box, made of cartilage 


and housing the vocal cords. It cape the windpipe, 
being the prominence in 
the 
neck 
called 
the 


"Adam's apple." The vocal cords are two elastic 
bands stretched across the larynx from points fore 
and aft; their movements (approximation or separa- 
tion) and their tension are' controlled by a number 
of little muscles within the larynx, so that the voice 
depends upon the state of these intrinsic muscles. 
As the larynx is in front of the gullet or esophagus, 
everything we swallow must pass over the larynx to 
enter the esophagus. To provide for this, the larynx 
is equipped with a trap door called the epiglottis, 
which automatically closee when we are about to 
swallow, except in unconsciousness or occasionally 
through forgetfulness, when the food "goes down 
the wrong way," and sets up furious coughing or 
choking. 


The snffix itis—pronounced 
eye-tis 
nowadays, 


though some still prefer eet-us—means inflamma- 
tion. Laryngitis is usually caused by the same in- 
fections that cause sore throats, tonsillitis, quinsy, 
coryza. bronchitis and pneumonia, -It is communi- 
cable in the same way and to the same degree, by 
droplet or spray infection and 
personal 
contact; 


though Tom's laryngitis is as likely to be Dick's 
bronchitis as it is to be Harry's coryza- Aside from 
their predilection for the respiratory tract as a 
whole the germs of the respiratory infections have 
little local specificity, except perhaps the diphtheria 
bacillus and the diplococcus of epidemic meningitis. 
But, come, come, let us drop to a milder level. We 
doctors just can't be happy unless we unlimber 
some resounding (but not very important) medical 
terms occasionally. 


Contributing causes of laryngitis are unwonted 


overuse of the voice in a high pitch. Any obstruc- 
tive lesion in the nasal passages predisposes to lar- 
yngitis and bronchitis, through mouth breathing. 


A frequent, irritating, tickling cough; huskiness 


of the voice and then usually complete loss of voice 
for a whispering week or so; no pain—in fact, often 
great relief for the surrounding community. 


Rest is the first remedy needed. Even the effort 


to whisper after the voice is lost aggravates and 
prolongs the trouble. The sign lanjfuage should be 
resorted to. If you don't mind the stain, paint the 
front and root of the neck ONCE only, for a space 
the size of your hand, with tincture of iodine. After 
that, if the irritation or coughing annoyg you at 
night, the best external application is the cold com- 
press. 


Two or three times a day inhale the vapor or 


steam from a pitcher of boiling hot water in which 
a teaspoonfu! of compound tincture of benzoin has 
been placed: use a towel or paper folded into a 
cone to cover pitcher and your noee and mouth, 
and inkale deeply for about three minutes each 
time. 
Take the cough medicine I have recommended for 


first aid in every acute respiratory infection ac- 
companied with cough, expectoration or nasal dis- 
charge: 


Sodium citrate 
1 oz. 


Glycerin 
1 02. 


Juice of one lemon 
Flaxseeds (whole) 
1 teaspoonful 


Spts. (oil) of peppermint 
4 drops 


Water 
1 pint 


Steep the flaxseeds in the water twenty minutes, 


strain, and add the other ingredients. 
Dose, for 


adult, tablespoonful in one-third of a glassful of 
water every two hours; for a child a teaspoonful ev- 
ery two hours.

ANSWER—If the baby learned to walk of his 


own accord, and was not stimulated to premature 
effort by the coaxing of parents or the use of a so- 
called baby-walker appliance, you may rest as- 
sured he did not walk too soon. The legs may 
straighten out spontaneously. 
Sometimes suitable 


splints or braces are of value in overcoming bow 
legs In infants—not for children over four. 
Of 


course no such splint or brace should be used ex- 
cept under the direction and observation 
of 
the 


physician and orthopedic surgeon.

'Invisible Government"

Waahington, D. C.—The "invisible 


government" has become one of the 
most evident and striking features of 


t h e 
Washington 


scene. 


For t h e term 


has always been 
applied. to lobbies 
and lobbyists, and 
there are now over 
100 l o b b i e s in 
Washington, most 
of which have of 
flees and telephone 
numbers, and are 
open to visitors, 
and will tell any 
h o n e s t inquirer 
just what, t h e y 
want of congress 
and how t h e y 
hope to get it. 
„ 
. 
The right of any 
H*9Km 
citizen or group of 


citizens to come to Washington and 
petition congress, or any member 
thereof, for what they want, is in- 
disputable. 
All the excitement about 


"invisible 
governments" 
has 
been 


based upon the assumption that the 
lobbyist is one who employs secret and 
corrupt methods to influence congress. 


In cannot be denied that a congress- 


man who is open to corruption can 
probably find someone to corrupt him, 
and this situation will probably never 
change until all congressmen become 
absolutely honest. But the fact that 
there may be some dishonest congress- 
men and some dishonest lobbyists, It is 
urged, should not be made the occasion 
for trying to make a scandal out of 
every honest and open effort to in-- 
fluence congress by argument and a 
show of voting strength. 


The Great Lobby Scandal. 


Eight years ago there was great ex- 


citement when congress set out to in- 
vestigate lobbyists. Weeks and weeks 
of testimony followed the adoption of 
the resolution of investigation. 
Sen- 


sation after sensation, some real, some 
forced, where sprung on the public. 
Many professed to 
see 
the 
two 


branches of congress clutched tight in 
the tentacles of the mysterious, mon- 
strous 
octopus, 
"invisible 
govern- 


ment." 
Senators and representatives, 


many were given to believe, were at 
the beck and call of the interests. Con- 
gress was a sordid thing, its members 
in the pay of great corporations. 


All of this nonsense blew up shortly 


afterward, when the net result of the 
investigation simmered down to the 
besmirching of a lone member of the 
house, out of a total membership of 
435, the disclosure that a Negro em- 
ploye at the capitol had received $20 a 
month to reveal to a certain lobbyist 
the names of the people who were 
received by the chairman of a power- 
ful house committee, and the publica- 
tion of an enormous report which no- 
body succeeded in reading all the way 
through. 


After that the grim spectre of "in- 


visible government" lay dormant for a 
long time. Only now it is beginning 
to lift its head a little bit. There is 
some revival of talk of insidious lob- 
bies operating in Washington, 
but 


these underground methods have no 
chance of accomplishing anything of 
value in competition with the frank 
and open lobbies maintained here by 
many great groups the country over. 


The farmers, manufacturers, organ- 


ized labor, ex-service men, and scores 
of other groups have their national or- 
ganizations, 
and 
almost 
without 


exception 
have 
legislative agents. 


In 
very 
many 
cases 
these 
or- 


ganizations are going openly to con- 
gress and organizing blocs of senators 
and representatives to represent states 
and districts where labor is strong, or 
where the farmer is strong. 
These 


men are being pledged to support cer- 
tain legislative programs. 
There is 


little or nothing secret about It. Often 


public announcement is made of the 
organization of these groups in con- 
gress. 


True, there have been revelations in 


the past of state legislatures having 
been corrupted by the use of money. 
For a great many years the congress 
of the United States has been, or 
should have be«n, immune to this sug- 
gestion or thought on account of the 
size of its membership. 


Congress In the Movies. 


Despite this being obviously ridicu- 


lous, Washington was recently half 
entertained, half disgusted, by a mo- 
tion picture advertised as showing up 
the inside of official life in Washing- 
ton. In this, of course, a brand new 
congressman is the hero, standing stal- 
wart and virtuous in opposition to the 
hydra-headed monster of graft and 
corruption. Unaided except by his sil- 
ver tongue and sterling character, this 
youth forces through the congress the 
measure which throws the ranks of 
the predatory interests into awful con 
fusion, and completely defeats their 
careful plans. Such scenes as repre- 
sentatives of these same interests en- 
tertaining great droves of senators and 
representatives at dinners are shown, 
and each member of congress, always 
excepting the hero, is not surprised to 
find a thousand dollar bond under his 
plate, which he pockets without sur 
prise or comment, and devotes his en- 
ergies to gulping down a few quarts 
of contraband liquor, provided by the 
host. 


This picture of Washington life as It 


is not and never has been was laughed 
off the screen here in short order. It 
Is fully realized that there are speci- 
mens here and there of dishonest con- 
gressmen, just as there are dishonest 
lawyers, bricklayers, or doctors. 


How Modern Lobbies Work. 


But the lobby of today is not try- 


iny any such antiquated method as 
that depicted in the movie. These or- 
ganizations go openly and frankly to 
the members of congress whose inter-. 
ssts should coincide with theirs. They 
endeavor and generally succeed in con- 
vincing these men that the legislation 
their constituents desire is the same 
program for which this lobby is work- 
ing. 
They convince members of con- 


gress that only by openly combining 
with others whose minds run along 
with theirs, and publishing the fact to 
the world, can congressional leaders 
be brought to serious consideration of 
the legislative programs to which 
these blocs are committed. 


However, with the idea that there 


may be some of the old-fashioned lob- 
bying going on, or that senators or 
representatives might be exposed to 
corrupt influences, two measures have 
already been introduced in the senate 
during1 the present session.

otherwise to influence legislation "by 
any corrupt or improper method." The 
bill provides also that all legislative 
agents, or lobbyists, shall be recorded 
by the proper officials of congress. 


Senator Kenyon of Iowa, has intro- 


duced a somewhat similar bill, the 
main requirement being the listing of 
all lobbyists or legislative agents, and 
would extend this to the executive de- 
partments as well. The Kenyon meas- 
ure would make mandatory filing with 
congress by these agents a complete 
itemized list of expenses paid or in- 
curred in the course of each session. 
Any one formerly a member of the 
senate or house would be debarred 
from making a livelihood in this man- 
ner under the Kenyon measure. 


Under the present system of lobby- 


ing, it is doubtful if congress will get 
itself sufficiently interested in either 
of these measures to pass them during 
the present extra session.

If a man or woman is able 
to handle some definite work and han- 
dle it well I wouia call him educated 
because he is efficiently acquainted 
with the work which in turn helps 
him to get along in the world." 


Culture and personality should be 


apparent in a teacher, Mr. Cooley said. 
The new teacher should be renned but 
not snobbish. Religion also is an im- 
portant factor in one's life, the speak- 
er said. If the teacher is a member of 
some religion body it will help her 
greatly in her trials. 


"The mere thought," continued the 


speaker, "that tere is something be- 
hind you and around you in which you 
have faith will ssrve as a means of 
support."
